A FEW MILES SOUTH OF TOWN 


Larje Coal Interests Are Icttf tevetope*

Electric machinery arrived Friday 


for installation at the mines or the 
Arnold Coal company, a few miles 
south of Cosbocton- 


Exteusive coal interests are being 


developed in Franklin and Virginia 
townships by that company, in which 
the Johnson Bros., of Columbus, are 
the leaaini: spirits. They are among 
the largest coa! operators in the 
country and have mines in several 
states. Thei/ offices are in Biidgeport, 
Columbus, Cleveland and Chicago. It- 
is expected they will establish an of- 
fice in-Cosbocion. 


The initial operation of the John- 
sons in this county was tne purchase 
of the property of Thomas Wil-iaais 
& Son, of this city, which is located 
U miles northeast of Cunesyille. Tee 
Williamses had this property less 
than a year and sold at an advance o 
*aooo 


A switch to the mine will be built b 
the W. & L- E. railroad. 
The Arnold company is now opera 
t.ng this mine with 78 men employed 
and making arrangements for a larg 
increase of the output. 
They are 


spending about 150,000 on improve 
ments to the mining equipment 
wnich includes electric machinery. 
They expect to employ 200 miners by 
April 1. 


This company now has options on 
the coal under 1500 acres in Franklin 
ac.d Virginia townships, also options 
on 500 acres including tne laud. 


The coming of the Johnsons into 
ibis county probably means a large 
increase in the operations of this al- 
ready extensive field. It will bring 
that much more money into the coun- 
ty to be paid out in labor. 


John Williams has been offered a 
"•err desirable position with the com- 
pany, but has not yet decided whether 
he will accept it. 


With Coshocton's great strides as a 


manufacturing center, coupled with 
the rapidly increasing mining indus- 
try surrounding the town, and in the 
heart of a fine agricultural country, 
there is a diversity ana magnitude of 
industries that not many localities can 
equal.
